CULTURE 


Daylilies should be planted with crown of plant one inch beneath soil 
surface. The crown of plants is where the roots join the foliage. Plant 
in a sunny location for maximum bloom. The soil should be well drained 
and supplied with plenty of organic matter. Add a good sized handful 
of bonemeal or a light sprinkling of your favorite fertilizer, well mixed 
with the top six inches of soil. If you want large blooms with good color, 
water plants when they are getting their bloom scapes.
